CAIRO, June 27 (AP).—The Brit- 
ish Eighth Army stood reinforced 
at full strength tonight 15 miles 
west of Matruh against a powerful 
Axis striking force spearheaded by 
three mechanized divisions aiming 
at Alexandria, 165 miles away, and 
the Suez Canal beyond. 

The desert army was in position 
on a chosen line 115 miles inside 
Egypt, and military men said that

One Served in Michigan 
National Guard—Brief 
Sketches of Men Seized 
By Federal Agents. 


NEW YORK, June 27 (AP).— 
The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion in disclosing today the seizure 
of eight German saboteurs in the 
United States said that they were 
all English-speaking men, who had 
formerly been employed in the 
United States. Several were for- 
mer German-American Bund mem- 
bers and between 1939 and 1941 
had been returned to Germany 
because of their activity in the 
Bund, according to the F. B. I. 

Brief biographies of the men fol- 
low: 

George John Desch, alias George 
John Davis, who served in the Ger- 
man army in the World War, en- 
‘tered the United States in 1922 and 
had worked as a waiter at various 
times in. New York, Hollywood, 
Cal., and in Florida. He left New 
York for San Francisco, and thence 
to Berlin, in March 1941, in, ac-

LONDON, June 27 (AP).—Win- 
ston Churchill came home today 
from his third meeting with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to find his personal 
political situation seriously chdl- 
lenged by his critics, but also with 
new hope for United Nations’ of- 
fensive operations against Ger- 
many. 

Not only did he have to imple- 
ment, from the British side, the 
plan for creating a second front 
against Adolf Hitler. From thé 
minute he stepped from his trans- 
Atlantic plane, which he piloted 
part of the time, he busied him- 
self in preparing for a debate in 
the House of Commons where his 
Goyernment’s direction of the war 
is being questioned by a motion 
denying confidence in his leader- 
ship. : 
Grinning and cheerful, he began 
a series of conferences with mem- 
bers of his war cabinet and his 
party leaders. 

Part of his task of rebuilding 
British confidence — severely 
shaken by the Libyan debacle— 
had already been achieved by his 
and President Roosevelt’s simul- 
taneous announcement from Lon- 
don and Washington of “coming 
operations” to divert the weight of 
the German attack against Russia. 

A further statement from the 
British Press Association lent 
added support. It said that air 
raids by American and British 
pilots “will be preliminary to a 
second land front in Europe.” 

The Prime Minister looked 
bronzed and well when his train 
arrived in London... He was greeted 
warmly by his wife and daughter, 
Mary, as well as by a crowd of 
British and United Nations’ per- 
sonalities. 

“Welcome home, Winston,” the 
crowd cheered as he emerged from 
his railroad car.

No 
inquest was held at the time of 
their deaths, attending physicians 
ascribing their deaths to such 
causes as dysentery, food poison- 
ing and a form of thrombosis. 

Dr. Billings, who stated he was 
not informed of thé deaths when 
they took place, has announced he 
would hold an inquest upon com- 
pletion of the pathological exam- 
inations.

Contends Ex-Officers of 
Niagara Falls Local Are

BUFFALO, N. Y., June 27 (AP).

The petitioners for a CIO char- 
ter claimed to represent organized 
workers in Niagara Falls, North- 
ern New Jersey, New York City, 
St. Louis, Cleveland and Joliet, Ill. 
District 50 has claimed a member- 
ship of 50,000. 

An order returnable in State Su- 
preme Court here Tuesday directs 
former officers of the Carborun- 
dum Local 12058 to show cause 
why they should not be compelled 
to return funds and other prop- 
erty to the local and why they 
should not be restrained from 
“interfering with and meddling in 
the affairs” of the local. 

Charlés A. Doyie, dismissed 
UMW assistant regional director 
of Niagara Falls who is among 
those named in the complaint, has 
announced seven District 50 locals 
in Niagara Falls have seceded and 
formed a local council of the Gas, 
Coke and Chemical Workers.

TILE ROOF SLIDES; 
EXCITED NEIGHBORS 
GATHER IN NIGHTIES 


Half of a heavy tile roof on a 
gabled, two-story flat at 5040 
Northland avenue ripped loose last 
night with a rending crash and 
slid down almost three feet over 
the sloping rafters, knocking a 
mass of bricks out of the side 
wall of the building.

Distinguished Flying 


Crosses Awarded — 
University City Man, 
in Hospital, Others to 
Get Decoration Later. 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP).— 
An improvised, 20-cent bombsight 
was used by the American flyers 
who blasted Japanese cities April 
18, it was disclosed today when 
23 of those who participated in the 


guished Fiying Crosses. 

Lieut. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, 
commanding general of the Army 
Air Force, presented the awards 
to the flyers in ceremonies at Bol- 
ling Field. Proud wives of several 
of the flyers looked on. Brig. Gen. 
James H. Doolittle, formerly of 
St. Louis, who led the raid and 
was awarded the Congressional 
Medal of Honor by President 
Roosevelt May 14, attended. 
Those decorated today and five 
others unable to attend because 
of injuries or illness not connected 
with the raid have just returned 
to the United States for reassign- 
ment. The other participants are 
still in combat zones. All are to 
receive decorations eventually. 
While the Japanese failed to 
bring down any of the planes, the 
citations noted that each recipient 
of the Flying Cross “volunteered 
for the mission, knowing full well 
that the chances for survival were 
extremely remote, and executed his 
part in it with great skill and 
daring.” 

In the belief that some planes 
must inevitably fall into Japanese 
hands, the secret Norden bomb- 
sight was removed from each 
plane. The War.Department ex- 
plained, the Norden sight was not 
necessary for a successful low al- 
titude attack such as was carried 
out. An gry rato a 
costing only 20 cents to make was 
used. It was designed by Maj. 
Charles R. Greening of Tacoma, 
Wash., armament officer of the 
squadron. 

Greening’s Description of Flight. 
Greening piloted the plane which 
probably met. the heaviest attack. 
“Four new-type Jap ships. flew 
at us while we were still somé dis- 
tance f Tokyo,” he said. “They 
were behind us and seemed fairly 
fast. 

“We hugged the ground as tight- 
ly as we could and even flew 
under some power lines in the 
hope that some of the _ ships 
might crash into them. They 
didn’t. But we shot down two 
and the others gave us little 
trouble, for by that time we had 
reached the target.” 

Over Tokyo, Greening reported, 
he kept: thinking: “Oh, if my wife 
could see me now.” .Mrs. Greening 
saw ltim receive the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. 

Bombardier ‘Had Best Seat.’ 

Another of the group, Second 
Lieut. Denver V. Truelove of Lula, 
Ga., thought he had the “best seat 
for the show.” 

Truelove, a bombardier, ex- 
plained that he rode in the nose 
of the plane and had an excellent 
view of what happened in the 
Tokyo. area. The first bomb he 
released struck an oil refinery, the 
next a factory thought to be manu- 
facturing airplane parts, and the 
next two warehouses, 

Truelove said the flyers were 
“a little nérvous and tense” when 
they first sighted the Japanese 
mainland, but “we naturally 
worked that off.” He likened it 
to a football player, nervous and 
excited when entering a game, but 
soon calmed down for the business 
at hand. 

Reactions of Youths of 260. 

The youngest of those receiving 
decorations — Sergt. David J. 
Thatcher, a 20-year-old engineer- 
gunner of Billings, Mont., did not 
volunteer any information, but 
answered a few questions in a 
boyish, unassuming manner. He 
enlisted about 18 months ago at 
Billings and “got right in the air 
force.” Before that, he said, he was 
“a farmer, I guess.” 

As his plane came in for the 
attack, the youth said, he saw 
six Japanese planes flying in the 
opposite direction. 

“I was sure they didn’t see us, 
so I held my fire,” he related. 


Lieut. Col, John Hilger of 
Houston, Tex., second in command, 
said the flyers “had less trouble 
than we expected,” Indicating the 
complete surprise to the Japanese, 
Hilger said “they all waved to 
us,” presumably mistaking the 
planes for their own. 

Almost all of the flyers noted 
the inaccuracy of anti-aircraft fire. 
Planes arriving over Tokyo after 
the initial bombings encountered 
a heavy barrage and while crews 
of most planes recalled that puffs 
of black smoke were above, below, 
and on every side, no “real dam- 
age” was done to any of the planes.

“The 
binders, the corporation said, would 
be effective until July 31, by which 
time, it is expected, the regular 
policies can be issued. 

Regular insurance companies 
will sell the policies, being re- 
imbursed for expenses by the Gov- 
ernment. 

The insurance costs between 10 
cents and 75 cents for each $100 
of insured property a year, the 
cost depending on the type of 
property. 

The 10 cent rate covers dwellings 
and farm properties. Rates from 
15 to 20 cents cover apartments 
and offices; 20 to 30 cents, fac- 
tories and such structures as 
bridges, and 50 to 75 cents, boats. 

The insurance will be available 
for buildings in the United States, 
Alaska, Hawaii, the Virgin Islands,

For years, he pointed out, Harris 
Teachers’ College has been train- 
ing an oversupply of prospective 
teachers and graduates of other 
schools have been unable to obtain 
jobs in the public schools until this 
backlog ‘was exhausted. “A girl 
on entering our teachers’ college 
should be given to understand that 
she may or may not get a job 
when she graduates,” he said.

our advantages. We do not under- 
rate the task. 

“We have conducted our confer- 
ences with the full knowledge of 
the power and resourcefulness of 
our enemies. 

“In the matter of the production 
of munitions of all kinds, the sur- 
vey gives on the whole an opti- 
mistic picture. The previously 
planned monthly output has not 
reached the maximum, but is fast 
approaching it on schedule, 

“Because of the wide extension 
of the war to all parts of the 
world, transportation of the fight- 
ing forces, together with the 
transportation of munitions of war 
and supplies, still constitutes the 
major problem of the United Na- 
tions. 

“While submarine warfare on the 
part of the Axis continues to take 
heavy toll of cargo ships, the ac- 
tual production of new tonnage is 
greatly increasing . month by 
month. It is hoped that as a re- 
sult of the steps planned at this 
conference the respective navies 
will further reduce the toll of mer- 
chant shipping. 

“The United Nations have never 
been in such hearty and detailed 
agreement on plans for winning 
the ‘war as they are today. 

“We recognize and applaud the 
Russian resistance to the main at- 
tack being made by Germany and 
we rejoice in the magnificent re- 
sistance of the Chinese Army. De- 
tailed discussions were held with 
our military advisers on methods 
to be adopted against Japan and 
the relief of China. 

-“Whfle exact plans, for obvious 
reasons, cannot be disclosed, it can 
be said that the coming operations 
which were discussed in detail at 
our Washington conferences, be- 
tween ourselves and our respective 
military advisers, will divert Ger- 
man .strength from the attack on 
Russia. 

“The Prime Minister and the 
President have met twice before, 
first in August, 1941, and again in 
December, 1941. There is no doubt 
in their minds that the over-all 
picture is more favorable to victory 
than it was either, in August or 
December of last year.” 

In Congress the joint statement 
received praise, 

Senator Connally (Dem.) Texas, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, said he felt certain 
“that the President and Churchill 
are planning to take steps which 
will make our military and naval 
resources most effective while aid- 
ing the gallant ‘and hereto Russian 
armies.” 

Senator Truman (Dem) Mis- 
souri, head of the Defense Investi- 
gating Committee, said he agreed 
that production was fast approach- 
ing its schedules,.and added he 
was much impressed by the. as- 
sertion that victory was more 
nearly assured now than six 
months ago.

A group of 16 St. Louis produc- 
tion ‘experts will meet tomorrow

Elmer Davis in One of the T. — Jobs 
In Washington, Telling Public About War 
And Straightening Out Confusion -Makers 


Veteran Ex-Reporter Moc! 
Aurora, Ind., Head of New 
Office of War Information, 
Sets Out to Create Order 

and Accuracy in News From 
the Capital. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS 
Contributing Editor of the Post-Dispatch., 
WASHINGTON, June 27. 
LMER DAVIS, the former newspaper 
fF reporter who has been chosen head of 
the newly created Office of War Infor- 
mation, has taken on what is by long odds 
the toughest assignment of an active life. 
It is also one of the toughest assignments 
in ‘the whole of wartime Washington. The 
press and radio colleagues who sent him 
condolences with their congratulations were 
speaking from the heart. They felt ‘at the 
same time—in common, no doubt, with a 
host of radio listeners who had come: to 
admire his crisp, intelligent broadcasts of | 
the news—that Davis was equal to the job. 
He made a good start. On his ‘arrival in 
Washington soon after his appointment the 
middie of this month, he announced that he 
would not hold a press conference until he 
had something to say, for he could “see no. 
sense in wasting anybody's time,” 


Power to Hire and Fire 
Granted by the President. 


He did a wise thing, too, before he ac- 
cepted the appointment—-an appointment, 
incidentally, that was literally thrust upon 
him after a country-wide search had con- 
vinced the President that he was the right 
man for the job. Having in mind the Dies 
Committee’s attacks on the personnel of 
the Board of Economic Warfare, Davis told 
the President plainly that he wouldn't take 
the job without the full power of hiring and 
firing his*subordinates. He was to be the 
final arbiter in these matters, and not any 
outside agency with a political or ideological 
ax to grind, The President accepted the 
stipulation. 


The job will require many another facing- 
up to people in authority if Davis is to 
bring order out of the confusion. which, to 
the justified disgruntlement of the public, 
has .marked the handling of the official 
news of the war effoftt. 

Davis’ task is to fit together in one agency 
the sprawling collection of boards and 
bureaus and whatnot that have had to do 
with our war neWs and propaganda. He 
has authority over some 30,000 Federal 
workers and is himself responsible only to 
the President. The aim is to give consistency 
to the Government’s press releases and psy- 
chological warfare, and, as Davis says, to 
provide the public “as quickly as, possible 
with as much of the news as possible.”

3. The Foreign Information Service of 
the Office of the Co-ordinator of Informa- 
tion. This office was set up last July 
under the direction of Col. William J. 
Donovan and has carried on multifarious 
activities, some of them of the hush-hush 
variety. Among other things, it has col- 
lected information on foreign ¢ountries, 
maintained a super-intelligence unit of 
British and American military advisers, 
prepared’ and cabled a daily budget of 
news to nations not under Axis domina- 
tjon, and broadcast to our troops overseas 
and to Axis and Axis-heJd nations, The 
Office of the Co-ordinator of Information 
has been the chief arm of the Government 
in spreading our propaganda to other 
countries. 

4. The Information Division of the 
Office of Emergency Management. Headed 
by Robert W. Horton, this large division 
has done the publicity work for the War 
Production Board, the Lease-Lend Admin- 
istration, the War Manpower Commission 
and various other civilian war agencies. 
The division is abolished and each of the 
agencies it has been serving gets. its own 

_ press section, under Davis’. control. 

Excluded from the grouping under Davis 
is the Office of the Co-ordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs, which remains under the 
direction of Nelson Rockefeller. 


Advisory Committee

A Committee on War Information is set 
up “‘to formulate basic policies and plans on 
war information” and advise Davis. He is

Our Under Secretary of State 
has twice recently answered this 
question by an emphatic, Yes. So 
far as I know only oné newspaper 
has reacted against his view. 

Probably there was never a time 
in the history of the world when 
there was a more universal senti- 
ment for peace than now—even in 
Germany, even in Japan. And Hit- 
ler, in order to keep his following, 
is constantly asserting that he 
wants peace. How then, with all 
this peace sentiment, can we ex- 
plain the paradox that we find 
ourselves plunged into the greatest 
war of all history? 


Mere Desire Not Enough. 
One thing is clear. Mere senti- 
ment, the mere pacifistic or Quak- 


ler desire for peace is not enough 


to prevent war. 

> Causes of War—What else is 
necessary? To answer this ques- 
tion, that is, to prescribe a cure for 
this war-disease afflicting the 
world, we must fist diagnose the 
disease. | 

The disease has more than one 
origin. Nothing that happens is so 
simple as to be explained Oy one 
Cause alone. 

There are offered here three sets 
of causes. These may be called the 
most superficial, the most funda- 
mental, and those intermediate in 
importance. 

Hitlerism—The most superfictal 
cause is the one which apparently 
most people at present believe to 


be “the” cause; they call it “Hitler- 


lism.” It is almost instinctive to pin 


} 


the blame for anything that hap- 
pens on some person, and so Hitler 
is blamed for what is happening 
today. Could anything be more su- 
perficial than to think that one 
man in this great world of ours 
could be the cause of such a situa- 
tion? Or that kidnaping him or 
sending him to a St. Helena would 
cure the war-disease? 

Of course Hitler is a big factor; 
and of course we can't get rid of 
this particular war without getting 
‘rid of him. But that will be only 
the beginning of solving the war 
problem fully and permanently. 


Intermediate Factors. 


War Debis.—So, let us pass on. 
Our next set of causes are those 
“of intermediate importance.” 
Three such causes may be men- 
tioned, all economic, 


First, the war debts. The 
Tréaty of Versailles required rep- 
arations from. Germany on an 
astronomical scale, John Maynard 
Keynes, already famous then, 
stepped into his greater fame 
through his splendid book on “The 
Economic Consequences of the 
Peace.” These economic conse- 
quences were as he depicted them, 
and from those‘ economic con- 
sequences have come grave po- 
litical consequences.

much the same way. Such re 
action is simply human nature; 
it is not peculiar to German na- 
ture. 

The big debts caused resent- 
ment not only because they were 
big.and unpayable, but because 
the creditors to whom they were 
owed, tried to put obstacles in the 
way of payment—not altogether 
merely out of malice, but largely 
because of economic ignorance 
and fallacies. I wish some genius 
would write a book on. “The In- 
fluence in History of Economie 
Fallacies.” It would be a big book 
and would astonish many of its 
readers. 

It was because of such economic 


fallacies the French wouldn't let 
Germany pay. Germany: wished to 


pay by exporting her goods into 
France, getting paid for those 
goods in France, and then using 
the money to pay France. That 
is the normal way for one country 
to pay another. 


Fallacy of France. 


Tariffs—But France was hor 
rified to think of Germany export- 
ing her goods into Fyance, which 
meant France importing those 
goods in competition with French 
industries. Most people in Amer- 
ica have had just stich a protec- 
tionist sentiment for years. In 
fact, we aggravated the difficulty 
of international payments by our 
own Smoot-Hawley tariff. We of 
all people ought, therefore, to un- 
derstand why the French should 
want to “prétect” themselves 
against a flood of German goods, 
And yet to shut these goods out 
was entirely inconsistent with the 
demand that Germany should pay. 
This inconsistency is due to an 
economie fallacy in which people 
are confused over'money. When a 
Frenchman thought in terms of 
money, he shook his fist at Ger- 
many and said, “You must pay”; 
when he thought in terms of goods, 


tually said, “You must not pay.” 
Later Hitler reported in one of 
his speeches “Germany -must live. 


To do that, we must export, or 
die.” 


Germany was a country which 


had been importing raw materials, - 


working them up in Germany, and 
exporting the finished products, 
labeled “Made in Germany.” After 
the war this turnover was stopped 
or checked at both ends. Germany 
then found it difficult to get raw 
materials, partly because her cok 
onies had been taken from her, 
partly because of other obstacles 
put in her way; and she found it 
difficult to export her products be- 
cause of the tariffs and other trade 
restrictions, erected against her. 


Inflation-Deflation. 

Deflation — Besides the eco- 
nomic causes already mentioned, 
hamely the unpayable reparations 
and the tariff barriers, there were 
other economic causes, of which 
the most important was monetary 
deflation. If I were asked to pick 
out the economic thread in history 
which is most neglected by his- 
torians, I would pick inflation and 
deflation, that is changes in the 
purchasing power of the monetary 
unit. These changes are missed 


by many besides historians. A 


most nobody appreciates those 
changes when they occur. When 
inflation occurs, what the public is 
first aware-of is higher prices, and 


{they then complain about the 
“high cost. of living”; but they. 


never think of this as monetary

Chiselers and Old-Age Pensions.

RECENT investigation by the State 

Auditor’s office disclosed that tavern 
operators chiseled the State out of 
$615,000, of which about half has been 
collected. 

The average monthly old-age pension 
in this State is $13. I believe that if 
every merchant was honest with the 
State and paid according to the amount 
of business he does, the average check 
would run to at least $22, this de 
spite the enormous number of pension- 
ers the State is supporting. 

With a vast reduction in the number 
of pensioners who are not entitled to 
the pension, and with a more honest col-

If 
the American people are becoming a trifle weary 


the Japanese and Germans are acting instead of talk- 
ing, at least here is a promise, from the two highest 
authorities, that our side is soon going to start 
shooting. 

It is now more than a year since Hitler marched 
into Russia in a blitz campaign which even our so- 
called experts said would be over in six weeks. The 
blitz turned out to be a bloody and prolonged con- 
flict which has sapped German strength, killed. off 
the cream of Nazi troops, destroyed vast amounts 
of materials and, during last winter, found the Ger- 
mans on the defensive. 

During all this time, Hitler has enjoyed, except 
for bombing and Commando raids, complete freedom 
in the West. He opened himself up for a two-front 
war, but his enemies let him get away all this time 
with only a one-front war. And even today, the 
Nazis are sneering publicly at the threat to establish 
a second front, though they must be in mortal dread 
of it, as is indicated by the er preparations 
reported in France. 

Powerful as the German Army is, its resources 
are not limitless. It cannot engage in a life-and- 
death struggle on the vast Russian front, ranging 
from the White Sea to the Black, involving millions 
ef men and uncounted equipment, and at the same 
} time adequately protect a coast that stretches for 
more than 3000 miles from northernmost Norway 
to the Spanish border. Germany cannot fight an 
all-out war on the Hastern front and another all-out 
war in Western Europe. 


all-out war in the West and to do it soon. If the 
obstacles are such as to daunt our military and 
political leaders, we have only to imagine how much 
more formidable these obstacles would become if 
Russia were defeated or forced to ask for terms. In 
that case, the energies of the Nazis would be turned 
loose once more in Western Europe, and Britain, 
instead of planning an invasion of the Continent, 
might instead be compelled to repel an invasion. 

If Britain and America should succeed in landing 
in Norway, in The Netherlands or in France, they 
would have the advantage of friendly populations 
eager to account for their present Nazi masters. If 
that is not considered an advantage, perhaps Hitler 
could testify to the difficulties of subduing hostile 
territory as the Russian guerrillas harass his 
troops and as the Czech, French and déther patriots 
risk their lives to assassinate the Heydrichs. 

Control of the air is vital to an invasion. But if 
Britain can launch thousand-plane raids against 
Bremen, Essen and Cologne and if German reprisals 
of late have become mere token affairs, it appears 
as though the vaunted Luftwaffe is so busy on the 
Russian and Libyan fronts that it has been forced 
to give up its once unquestioned air domination in 
the West.

HEN Frank: Hague became Mayor of 
Wirersey City in 1917 and his organiza- 
tion took over the city government, 
the tax rate was $21 per $1000 of assessed 
valuation, The total cost of the city 
ernment was $3,994,502, or $14.79 per capita. 


Ten years later, the tax rate had risen ; 


from $21 to $35.75, an increase of 41 per 
cent. In 1927, the city, government cost 
$10,107,085, or $47.35 per capita. The per 
capita cost had increased in the first 10 
years more than 300 per cent. 

There is no city in America with more 
than 100,000 population that has an ad- 
justed tax rate to equal that of Jersey City; 
it is the highest-taxed city in America. 
Among the cities of its own size, the Pen- 
dergast machine in Kansas City collected 
lesa.than half as much for city purposes as 
the Hague organization, $11.25 to $25.06. 

If anyone should wish to see at first hand 
hted streets of the ‘90s

Hague’s own Horseshoe Ward in Jersey City. 
Cleaning and repair of Jersey City streets | 
costs the taxpayers for 1940 $785,706, more 
than $2 per capita; to judge from appear- 
ances, the sum is about 10 times too high. 

Collection of ashes and garbage is done 
under a contract annually awarded to 
Michael Seatuorchio, Democrat leader of 
the Fifth Ward, who received in 1940 
$476,700 for these services. 

Wherever the tax money has gone in 
Jersey City during the Hague- regime, it 
has not’ gone into public schools; As far 
back as 1929, the Case committee showed 
that 26.9 per cent of the students in the 
Jersey City schools could not attend full 
time because the schools were too crowded 
to admit them. 


Neither have the vast expenditures gone 
into-~parks and playgrounds. Hudson County 
has a deficiency of 6313 acres of outdoor 
recreational areas, using the accepted 
standard of 10 acres for each thousand of 
population. It is even deficient in school 
playground space, with about 20 square feet 
per student, the lowest in the State. 

In the same way are the other normal 
functions of a city government provided. 
Oversupplied with hospital facilities, over- 
policed, carrying an enormous public pay 
roll, the citizens find that they lack the 
ordinary services provided by city .govern- 
ments. The Hague machine has absorbed 
as much of the income and the capital of 
the inhabitan on legal forms and economic 
considerations would permit, and only Fed- 
eral subventions have postponed . bank- 
ruptcy.

Mayor Hague 
would not put it in that way; he recog- 
nizes the necessity for his huge police force, 
but he states the reason on moral grounds: 
“Jersey City,” he said in a radio speech, “is 
the most moralest city in America.” 

The first notable aspect of the Jersey City 
police force is its size. There’are 968 em- 
ployes, the largest number for any Amer- 
ican city with 300,000 to 400,000 population. 
For. this and other reasons, it is the most 
expensive police force for any similar city. 

Fourth in size among these seven cities, 
Jersey City has the largest number of em- 
ployes on its police force; it pays its patrol- 
men most, its chief most, and more than 
twice as much as Indianapolis. Its total 
highest, Pittsburgh, 
which is about twice the size of Jersey City, 
has a police force of app ly the 
same size. The $3000 salary for patrolmen 
ig the highest in’ the Daited Sta 


tes. 

The census of ‘tito —* 425,000 persons 
in Hudson County over 21 years of age, of 
whom approximately 50,000 were aliens, so 
that the total eligible to register would be 
375,000. Of these, 345,000, or 90 per cent, 
were registered. This proportion is politi.

Liberty went first in Jersey 
City because the leadership of the organ- 
ization was. sufficiently astute to see that 
the two could not exist side by side and 
was syfficiently powerful to accomplish the 
suppression. 

Gov. A. Harry Moore (handpicked by 
Hague) announced, on Feb, 20, 1989, that 
he was going to nominate Frank ke Hague Jr. 
to the highest court in the State, the Court 
of Errors and Appeals, as a lay Judge, be- 
cause he knew the appointment would 
“make his dad happy.” 

Though the announcement of young 
Hague’s nomination might have made his 
dad happy, it did not make the lawyers 
happy. A prominent member of the Essex 
County bar called it “a slap In the face of 
every bar association in New Jersey.”

SWEDEN GETS FIVE CARGOES 
MONTHLY BY SAFE CONDUCT 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP).— 
Sweden has an agreement with the 
principal belligerents under which 
it is permitted to pass through the 
blockade to its home port of Goth- 
enburg five commercial ships a 
month and one tanker every three 
months, Government and Swedish 
legation officials announce today. 

The safe conduct agreement by 
the European neutral with Great 
Britain, the United States and Ger- 
many were disclosed in connection 
with reports that two Swedish mer- 
chant ships had arrived at Gothen- 
burg recently with cargoes of oil 
cake from South American ports.

Turning westward to appraise 
the war picture across the Pacific, 
we get reports from the Chinese- 
Japanese front that are a little 
more encouraging.

The Japanese campaign else- 
where has been in a lull sinee the 
Midway battle. From ‘Australia 
Allied air power is ranging far to 
batter persistently at Nipponese 
advance bases, keeping the enemy 
largely on the defensive.

Russia to Have Bargaining Edge 
In Post-War Peace Conferences 


Half of the World’s Population Lives Near 
Its. Borders—Soviet Territorial Claims 
Have Not Been Revealed.

In the pact with Britain, Russia 
pledges to seek neither territorial 
aggrandizement nor interference 
in the internal affairs of other 
states, but beyond this, it has 
given no public notice of post-war 
aims. It is known that these 
aims were discussed to some ex- 
tent during British Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden’s visit to 
Moscow, and Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar Vyacheslav M. . Molotov’s 
return visit to London, but there 
is no indication of any explicit 
understanding arrived at. 

Among the. territories which 
Russia considers rightfully  be- 
longing to it, and which will al- 
most surely be claimed for inclu- 
sion within Soviet boundaries, are 
the three Baltic states; those parts 
of Finland which it won in the 
Russian-Finnish war; Bessarabia 
and Bukovina. 


No Claim on Poles So Far. 

Despite Polish fears, Moscow so 

far has made no formal pronounce- 
ment which could be interpreted 
as representing a claim on areas 
of eastern Poland absorbed before 
the German invasion, though Rus- 
sia’s interest in that region is ob- 
vious. Officially, Poles interpret 
the several agreements entered in- 
to between the Soviet Union and 
‘the exiled Polish Government as 
a guarantee of the restoration of 
the old frontiers. 
‘Russia will be able to exert a 
dominant influence on the post- 
war status of central Europe and 
the Balkans and it will certainly 
have something to say about Man- 
choukuo and Japan. Its moral in- 
fluence in the teeming countries 
of southern and southeastern Asia, 
which have been stirred by Rus- 
sia’s resistance and impressed by 
its strength, cannot be ignored. 

Russia's willingness and ability 
to exert its influence on behalf of 
what Moscow has always called 
the “oppressed” races, may be lim- 
ited, however, by the necessity of 
applying itself first to its tre 
mendous problem of post-war re- 
construction. : 

Interest in Communism. 

The Third Internationale is dor- 
mant now, but it is interesting to 
see how, here in India, for in- 
stance, the Red Army’s gallant 
struggle has revived interest in 
the Soviet Union and Communism. 
Without interference from the au- 
thorities, Indian students are car- 
rying on a lively campaign for 
the legalization of the Communist 
party. In front of the viceroy’s 
mansion here I saw students sell- 
ing little hammer-and-sickle flags, 
on the back of which were printed 
these words: 

“Helping the Soviet Union is 
helping world democracy and In- 
dian freedom. Long live the Soviet 
Union!” .

[Stalinist Socialism. Soviet Russia 
has renounced none of its funda- 
mental tenets. Suspicions and mis- 
understandings of a quarter of a 
century's standing cannot be wiped 
out by the stroke of a pen, 
Barriers Remain. 

This is most apparent to Britons 
and Americans living in the Soviet 
Union. Since Russia entered the 
war, they have been treated with 
slightly more consideration and ac- 
corded a few more privileges, but 
the old barriers to social and busi- 
ness intercourse with the Russians 
have been lowered only a fraction. 

Though the Bolsheviks, officially 
and no doubt sincerely, welcome us 
as allies, they still are conscious 
of the fact that we represent an 
ideologically hostile capitalistic 
world and that while differences 
cannot be wiped out they could be 
ameliorated by a little better un- 
derstanding on each side. Two 
decades of Communist indoctrina- 
tion have given the average Rus- 
sian a completely distorted idea of 
the kind of persons we are and 
of the kind of lives we lead in the 
outer capitalist world. Few Rus- 
sians have been permitted to see 
that world and there are a sur- 
prising number are convinced that 
it is a sort of hell on earth for 
everybody except tHe very rich, 
Misconceptions of Russia. 

British-American misconceptions 
are equally numerous and far- 
fetched.

According to one account, the 
Nazi Foreign Minister, Joachim 
von Ribbentrop, offered to nego- 
tiate a peace, providing the King 
would appoint a new Government 
headed by the Rexist leader, Leon 
Degrelie, and sign a declaration 
joining the Axis “crusade” against 
Communism, 

Such a peace presumably would 
leave Belgian territory intact and 
perhaps provide for the annexation 
of the Dutch province of mari- 
time Flanders, on the south side 
of the Scheldt Estuary. The Nazis, 
of course, insist on a customs and 
economic union with the Reich, 
which would mean continued 
ploitation. ; 

The King is reported to have 
declined to discuss the proposals 
and remains a prisoner at Laeren 
Palace, near Brussels, under guard 
of Nazi sentries. The Germans 
are said to feel that the King’s 
attitude is the backbone of Bel- 
gian passive resistance. 

The German-controlled Brussels 
press, meanwhile, is attempting to 
convince the Belgians of a German 
“agreement” with Leopold.

When he was nominated, I made a 
bee-line for his office and told him 
the things that I hoped he might 
do, including monetary reform, and 
added, “If you permit either great 
inflation or great deflation to oc- 
cur in your administration, it will 
ruin you politically,” and it did. 
By the same token, that same de- 
flation “made” Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt. | 

And what made Adolf Hitler? 
Several other causes have already 
been mentioned; but deflation, I 
believe, was the most important 
economic cause. Deflation had 
brought about the depression in 
Germany as it had here. A third 
of the workmen in Germany were 
out of employment; there was dis- 
content, as there always is with de- 
flation; and-there was misunder- 
standing, as there always is. The 
great discontented public did not 
‘know what was happening, and 
were waiting to be told. So, when 
Hitler came along and’ told his 
story they put him in. Very brief- 
ly, that is how Hitler came to pow- 
er. The German political overturn 
happened at the same time as, and 
for the same reason as, the Amer- 
ican political overturn. 

I have mentioned debts, tariffs, 
and deflation as economic causes. 
They are midway in importance 
between the superficial “Hitler- 
ism” first mentioned and the most 
fundamental cause to which we 
now turn. 

Need of World Government— 
This cause “is the lack of any ef- 
fective world government or organ- 
ization to maintain peace. 

To- destroy Hitlerism is a mili- 
tary problem. To get rid of war 
debts, trade restrictions and un- 
stable money are economic prob- 
lems. But to destroy war as ah 
institution is a political problem. 
It consists in substituting law for 
war. Law and war are the two 
great alternative methods of set· 
tling disputes. . 

Herbert Spencer’s Analogy—Her- 
bert Spencer used to compare so- 
ciety to an organism. The circula- 
tion of the blood is analogous to 
the circulation of goods—economic 
trade. The nervous system is com- 
parable to governments—the brain 
being the seat of government in 
the body. But these two systems, 
the “circulatory” and the “regula- 
tory” as Spencer called ‘them, must 
correspond to each other; you al- 
ways have to have regulation to 
match the circulation. An organ- 
ism without any head is like a 
chicken with its head cut off. In 
society, that means you have to 
have some kind of a governmental 
organization, to take care of, the 
problems that come from the cir- 
culatory system—the circulation of 
goods and the circulation of money. 

But the two systems, the eco- 
nomic and the political, do not 
grow with equal speed. The eco- 
nomic organization grows first be- 
cause it can do so continuously; 
whereas the government, or regu- 
latory system, does not change un- 
til there is sufficient pressure to 
break up the old order and intro- 
duce that change. War is such a 
break. It is the prelude to some 
new government. Thus, the cir- 
culatory system grows steadily 
while the regulatory system grows 
-by fits and starts. 

We see, then, that in diagnosing 
this war-disease, we may express 
it as an “hypertrophy of interna- 
tional circulation” or as an under- 
development of international regu- 
lation. In the whole history of the 
world we find this lag, the circula- 
tory system outgrowing ‘the regula- 
tory” system, until suddenly the 
regulatory system catches up by 
bursting its traditional bounds. 

Inventions which “Abridge Dis- 
tance”— What brings about the 
continuous growth of the circula- 
tory system is very. largely those 
inventions, constantly being made, 
which, as Macaulay said, “abridge 
distance.” Think of what the rail- 
way and the steamship did in the 
last century to bring distant re- 
gions together; and then came the 
telegraph, the. radio, and now, the 
airplane, It was the airplane and 
other rapid transportation and 
communication which brought 
about the present situation. It has 
made the world one vast neighbor- 
hood, economically. But politically,

tled. We humans have no natural 
sabers, nor any natural swords as 
does the swordfish. The lion and 
the tiger have teeth ahd claws by 
which they can catch and tear 
their prey. Our teeth are not of 
much use for biting our ehemies; 
our claws are harmless fingernails. 
Our real fighting has always been 
with instruments which the mind 
of man has been clever enough to 
invent—bows and arrows, rifles, 
bombs, flying fortresses. 
Moreover, these inventions were 
not, in general, made with the 
purpose of preying on others, but 
rather for defense. 

The whole history of the world 
shows that; when man gets a 
chance to settle disputes by peace- 
ful means, he usually prefers these 
rather than fighting. Otherwise we 
wouldn’t have all this world sen- 
timent for peace today. Otherwise 
we would have no civilization; for 
peace and civilization are practi- 
cally synonymous. 

. the “Peace Group”— 
Prof. Keller of Yale, a _  distin- 
guished authority on social science, 
states that the growth of civiliza- 
tion consists in the “Enlargement 
of the Peace Group.” 

The earliest peace group was the 

family. The head of the family 
laid down the law and enforced it, 
thus keeping peace within the fam- 
ily group. Family government is 
exemplified in the patriarchs of the 
Old Testament. 
Then came the village commu- 
nity, a cluster of families, with its 
Government and Jugtice of the 
Peace. Then came the state, a 
cluster of communities. Then the 
nation, a cluster of states. These 
names—family, village, state, na- 
tidn—are, of course, merely sym- 
bols of the various successive in- 
creases in the size of the “peace 
group,” typical of most historical 
developments. 

When we had no larger peace 
group than the family, it was prop- 
er family ethics to fight with an- 
other family. We find family feuds 
in Kentucky today, where there 
ish’t any effective government to 
prevent inter-family fighting. 

Similarly, when there is no larg- 
er peace group than the village or 
municipality, we have inter-urban 
warfare. The cities of medieval 
Italy had wars. If there were to- 
day no government larger than city 
government, we should find fight- 
ing between New York and Brook- 
lyn, or Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
or San Francisco and Oakland. 

In the same way, when the larg- 
est peace group is the state or col- 
ony, we have wars between these 
units. , 

Finally when the largest peace 
group is the nation, we have inter- 
national war. This is the stage in 
history at which we are today. We 
no longer have inter-family war, 
inter-urban war, inter-state war. 
We have only international war. 

And international war can be 
abolished and will eventually be 
abolished by precisely the same 
processes. by which the wars be- 
tween smaller peace groups have 
been abolished. | 

We must not be misled by the 
size of this war into thinking that 
we shall have more and more war, 
rather than less and less. The en- 
largement of the peace group al- 
ways represents man’s will to 
peace, not war. But the larger the 
peace group, the larger the next 
war until there is only one peace 
group, enveloping the whole earth, 

Enlargement Through Four Steps 
—The process by which the peace 
group is thus enlarged from one 
size to a larger one, usually con- 
sists of four steps. We start with 
an original state of isolation. There 
have been times when families 
were so far apart, each on its own 
big ranch, that contact between 
families was rare. The first step 
away from isolation came when 
the contacts became frequent.

This cycle begins and ends with 
peace. First, there is peace by iso-' 
lation—keeping apart. The subse- 
quent contacts and disputes bring 
war, but only as a temporary ex- 
pedient, destined to give way in 
turn to courts of law as more in 
accord with human nature. 

The Diagnosis and Cure— Our 
final diagnosis, then, of the terri- 
ble war-disease which today af- 
flicts our planet is three-fold; it is 
the result (1) of “Hitlerism” ag its 
most superficial cause;. (2) of in- 
ternational debts, tariffs and defla- 
tion as economic causes; and (3) 
of the lack of any international 
control befitting international trade 
and contacts. 

The cure is that same cure which 
has worked before and the only 
one which ever has worked—more 
government, 

When we finally finish these four 
steps in abolishing the only sort 
of war left, international war, we 
shall have world peace. But not 
before. In all human experience, 
there is no other way. Unless, or 
rather until, we have an effective 
world government, we shall have 
international wars. 


This substitution of law for war 
in an enlarged group has come 
about in either of two very dif- 
ferent ways: (1) because one party 
after conquering the other set up 
its own laws by force, or (2) be- 
cause both parties agreed” volun- 
tarily. to observe certain conditions 
in order to keep the peace and to 
provide the machinery for deciding 
disputes by submitting them to a 
disinterested third party as a 
tribunal, 

The one method of enlarging the 
‘peace group is by voluntary action 
while the other is accomplished 
by conquest. Both forms of union, 
the voluntary and the involuntary, 
occur, of course, in many varieties. 


Union via Military Alliance—The 
most frequent sort of voluntary 
union is that originating in a mili- 
tary alliance formed in order to 
fight a common enemy. One of 
the greatest forces driving our 13 
original colonies. together was the 
fact that they had a common 
enemy in England. Similarly the 
German states came into a closer 
union because of the war with 
France; in fact, Bismarck was 
supposed to want that war for that 
very purpose. Italy was formed 
out of Italian states in a similar 
way, under Garibaldi. If world 
peace through voluntary union fol- 
lows this present war, it will prob- 
ably be through the present al- 
liance between the 28 “United Na- 
tions.” 


Nearing the Goal—We seem now 
to be very close to the last lap in 
the final four-step cycle in the 
long spiral of history ascending 
through the ages toward world- 
peace, the dream of prophets, poets 
and philosophers. 

We have nearly relinquished the 
isolationism which befitted the 
days of George Washington. when 
he disapproved of “entangling alli- 
ances.” We are now too close to 
Europe, Asia, Africa and Australia 
for such isolationism. . In Wash- 


ington’s: time it took 15 days to go}. 


from Boston to Savannah. Now, 
in 15 days, we can reach any re- 
gion on the globe. 3 ' 
Not only have we in -America 
taken this first step, from isola- 
tion to contacts, and the second, 
from contacts to quarrels with 
other nations, and the third, from 
quarrels to war, but we nearly took 
the fourth and last step. That 
was when our great President Wil- 
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spread

poll). And, according to that poll, 
a majority of those listed in Who’s 
Who favor joining and revitalizing 
the League of Nations. 


The English people seem ready 


this country are still hesitating 
about any world government at 
all. Yet history is running true 
to form; for only by suffering 
have people ever come to enlarge 
the peace group. We did not suf- 
fer enough in the last World War 
to be willing to sacrifice a small 
part of our sovereignty in order 
to safeguard our freedom. In 
other words, we refused (or rather 
a minority of the Senate refused) 
to follow Wilson in the voluntary 
route toward world peace. That 
is why Germany has taken the 
bit in her teeth and is now trying 
to get world peace by the con- 
quest route. Hitler has virtually 
said that “the voluntary way, Wil- 
son’s way, didn’t work; so now 
we will try my way—the conquest) 
way.” 

If this way of Hitler’s is to be 
avoided and our way adopted in- 
stead, both sides must suffer. If 
Hitler’s side does not suffer 
enough, if the Germans are al- 
lowed to feel that modern war can, 
after all, be made to “pay” eco- 
nomically,—through the looting of 
other countries,—they will ration- 
alize Hitler’s crimes into a super- 
morality of a “chosen people.” 
Hitler must fail, to make Germany 
repudiate him and renounce mili- 
tarism forever. 

Our choice now lies plainly. be- 
fore us. Which sort of World 
Government shall we have? One 
dominated by Hitler, at the sacri- 
fice of our prosperity and freedom 
or the other dominated by America 
at the sacrifice, or’ apparent sacri- 
fice, of a fraction of our sov- 
ereignty? That “sacrifice” could 
be the same profitable “sacrifice” 
each of the thirteen colonies made 
in forming the Federal Conatite- | 
tion. 

We have no difficulty in seeing 
how foolish is the reluctance in 
Europe to make this “sacrifice.” 
It was this foolish reluctance 
which prevented the formation, of 
Briand’s proposed “United States) 
of Europe.” Had this been formed 
this foolish war would never have 
been even thought of. 

We must delegate to the new 
World Government the function of 
keeping the peace exactly as the 
people in our states delegated that 
function to the United States. We 
cannot go on as we are. That 
final step, some sort of World 
Government, is written somewhere 
in the great book of destiny, 

Progress Takes Time.—We must 


be patient with this great stupid| 


world. It is moving as fast as it 
can. A generation, or.a century, 
is only a moment in its life. Men 
must die and women must weep. 
All must wait. But we can at least 
take comfort in the thought that, 
while today we must fight, we are 
fighting once more for the biggest 
cause of all time—world peace— 
and with confidence justified by 
history that this cause will ulti- 
mately win. , | ,

Article Nineteen was. inserted 
Wilson in the hope and belief that 
thereby he could later undo the 
wrongs which he had been com- 
pelled to concede in. his struggle 
with Clemenceau and Lloyd George. 
This article provided for “the re- 
consideration, by members of the 
League, of treaties which have be- 
come inapplicable and the consid- 
eration of international conditions 
whose continuance might endanger 
the peace of the world.” 

John Foster Dulles of New York 
has put the matter extremely well 
in the following statement: 

“Actually the League failed be- 
cause the dominant members of the 
League refused to give vitality to 
Article 19. ‘Peace’ was identified 
with preservation of the ‘status 
quo.’ ‘Sanctity of treaties’ became 
the slogan and those seeking 
change were branded as potential 
aggressors against whom should be 
marshalled the economic and mili- 
tary power of the’other League 
members. Never did the Assembly 
of the League move to revise 
treaties or to alleviate conditions 
which obviously threatened the 
peace of the world. 

«“ .. Bruening ... pleaded with 
England and France for treaty 
changes which would alleviate the 
condition of the German people 
and prevent their falling under the 
radical \leadership of Hitler and the 
Nazi Party. His pleadings were in 
vain and the German people finally 
accepted the leadership and the 
control of the proponents of force.” 

Our Choice—We come back in- 
evitably. to the great choice, be- 
tween accepting Hitler’s “New 
Order” or making a new order of 
our own, I cannot see any other 
permanent solution of our present 
problem of peace and war. Isola- 
tion is now out of the question. 
Nor is any “balance of power” 
likely to stay in balance long. 
Armaments are no solution. They 
must end in worse wars. 

We may unite with other nations 
voluntarily or involuntarily; that 
is all. Unite we must, in any Case. 


way of asst mi we must not de- 
lay too long finding the right way. 

No one questions the desirability 
of our Government covering town, 
county, state and nation. Why stop 
there? Isn’t it clear that ‘govern- 
ment on a larger scale is now a 
crying need—a necessity if we are 
ever to conquer war? 

The fate of Europe, Asia and the 
world is today trembling in the 
balance. We don’t want Hitler’s 
kind of a world. Our only alterna- 
tive in sight is the establishment 
of some sort of a Federal union of 
free people to give political im- 
plementation to the great prin- 
ciples embodied in the Roosevelt- 
Churchill declaration, to the end 
that “All men in all lands may 
live out their lives in freedom.”

f these kids of ours, millions of Amer- 
ican kids ‘who are drifting through 
their ‘teen years without any prac- 
tical aim. 

Going up and down this land I 
meet these kids. Great youngsters! 
Fine as they come. Ambitious, long- 
ing to make something of their fu- 
ture; fine-looking, charming, hep to 
the answers. But try and get them 
down to brass tacks and what's the 
score? 

The score? A goose egg! 

- Yes, they’ve gone to school. Grad- 


Lolled around the house playing records . . . dancing at some 
juke joint — waiting for the vague days when they'll be 
drafted or married. 

But in ‘the meantime, what is their actual performance? 
Nil! Not one in a thousand of the girls can cook or sew or 
manage a house. Nor is equipped to be an adequate typist in 
any office. The boys bank a little higher. Boys like machines, 
understand them more quickly. But few of them are thoroughly 
trained in radio or map-making or any other defense prepara-

YES, MANY of them had such courses in their high schools. 
But they’re not compulsory courses. They can take them or 
leave them—get their requisite credits through other “snap 
courses” . . . biology . . . botany . . . or some other subject 
which is equally irrelevant to our modern need. As an example, 
there was a tough tangle recently in one of our finest San 
Francisco schools, between mothers and teachers because the 
principal would not allow or give time or credit for bridge-play- 
ing as part of the curriculum!

But 
they should be compelled to choose certain practical elemental 
subjects, such as sewing and cooking for the girls; radio and 
shop for the boys, and these courses should not only be compul- 
ory, for every high-school student, but they should be tough 
enough to leave an impression on their plastic minds and make 
them realize that America needs real workers, not phony fronts.

THE GOVERNMENT has taken one step toward this in re- 
quiring that all 18-year-olds register, but that doesn’t mean they 
will be drafted for the army or are fit to be..

The cook’s mas- 
ter, who was a renowned gourmet, 
ate a mouthful of the new compo- 
sition set before him and ex- 
claimed “Cari!” which is equiva- 
lent to excellent in English. The 
second mouthful brought forth 
“Ma cari!” or excellent, indeed! 
Just as the lord and master was 
making considerable headway with 
the succulent dish, he became very 
enthusiastic and exclaimed, “Ma, 
caroni!” meaning that it was in- 
deed most supremely excellent.

Break macaroni , into pieces 
about two inches long. Drop into 
boiling salted water and cook un- 
til soft, or about 20 minutes. Drain 
into colander, then pour fresh boil- 
ing water over it to wash away 
starch and keep pieces from mas- 
sing together. Have ready a rich 
cream sauce, sufficient for the 
quantity of macaroni that was 
cooked, One-half pound of maca- 
roni would call for about two cups 
of cream sauce, Also have ready 
some grated Parmesan or Swiss 
cheese. Select a baking dish that 
is deep rather than shallow. But- 
ter baking dish and put a layer 
of cream sauce on the bottom, 
then a layer of macaroni, then 
grated cheese and so on until 
the baking dish is filled with al- 
ternate layers of macaroni, cream 

uce and grated cheese, Set the 
ish in a moderate oven until 
brown. Ma, caroni! 

LOBSTER THERMIDOR. 

Split a cold lobster lengthwise, 
remove meat and chop in small 
pieces. Prepare a cream sauce as 
follows: Melt one tablespoon of 
butter, blend in one tablespoon of 
flour and gradually add three- 
quarters of a cup of cream, stir- 
ring constantly until sauce reaches 
boiling point. Let boil two min- 
utes, add one teaspoon of English 
mustard, one-quarter teaspoon of 
salt and a few grains of cayenne. 
Add chopped lobster meat to the 
sauce, also add one-quarter cup of 
finely chopped cooked mushrooms 
and mix well. Fill empty lobster 
shells with the mixture, building it 
up rather high, sprinkle over with 
grated Parmesan cheese and place 
under moderate broiler flame to 
brown.

“Grayce’s parents had lost their 
home during the years following 
the depression. Her father, 
through the help of Yancey, had 
purchased a farm just north of 
Pierce City and had given Yancey 
a mortgage on it. When Yancey 
became violent and during his pe- 
riods of morbidness and drunken- 


ness which: had grown more fre- 


quent in the last few years, strik- 
ing her and threatening her at the 
point of a gun at various times, 


Grayce did not leave.because he 
held the threat over her that he 
would foreclose the mortgage and 
leave her folks homeless. 

“It was not until she left the 
earlier part of March of this year,” 
continues the statement, “that she 
told her mother and father of the 
actual conditions under which she 
had been forced to live. 

“And even after the first of 
March when she went to live with 
her brother and sisters, he begged 
her to return—still promising he 
would treat her as he did when 
she first went to live with him, 
and above all, still insisting that 
he would foreclose on her parents 
should she not return... . 

“At last she had seen her uncle 
for what he really was—she had 
battled his selfishness, his brutal- 
ity, she had learned the source of 
his income ,. . .”

1900s, from a farm in Lawrence

County. Men gathered at the wa- 
tering trough on city lot to gossip 
about that Easter eve lynching on 
the square, Hoover's Saturday 
night band concerts, the Al G, 
Fields Minstrels. Shirtwaists and 
plumes were in fashion, faggoted 
skirts, changeable taffeta petti- 
coats, steel stays, “St. Elmo” and 
“East Lynn.” 

Dark, taciturn John Yancey ad- 
mired wide-brimmed Stetson hats 


' and square-shouldered tailor-made 


suits of English worsted, and soon, 
after he gave up painting and pa- 
per-hanging for the more lucrative 
proprietorship of a gambling joint, 
he was wearing them. Driving a 
fine bay mare hitched to an open 
buggy, too. And acquiring a shan- 
dygaff following among petty law- 
breakers. 

But shrewd, stoney-eyed, politics- 
playing John Yancey (“Pay him 
and he’d always deliver the vote”) 
managed to stay out of serious 
trouble. He was once convicted of 
carrying an unregistered pistol 
when he brandished it chasing his 
wife down the street—and into the 
blue-coated arms of Policeman El- 
lis Mitchell. “That Nora, she was 
a wildcat’s playmate!” Mitchell ob- 
serves almost admiringly, with a 
click of his teeth. “They ran the 
old Cherokee rooming house on 
Walnut—that was 1913—and she'd 
thrown carbolic acid in his face, 
Nearly blinded him. Cost him 
$100, too.” <3 

Mitchell, whose long memory -is 
a helpful substitute for the ill-kept 
files of earlier days, recalls that 
Yancey divorced Nora and mar- 
ried Mary Ellen Emerson in 1915, 
“A right pretty girl from Fair 
Grove, she was.” 

Thin-lipped, crafty John Yancey 
had his well-silvered palms deep in 
crooked politics and found the 
“rooming house” business profitable 
in the next few years, despite some 
trouble with a crusading young 
director of rural sanitation of the 
Missouri State Board of .Health 
named Thomas Parran—now Unit- 
ed State Surgeon General—who at- 
tempted to close tri-statebordellos, 
including Yancey’s, against the 
spread of disease. But it was not 
until the terrific twenties that 
“King John” set out quietly to 
prove that light crimes and beer 
can pay—well. The Ohio gang cut 
cake in Washington, Capone bat- 
tened on Chicago’s thirst, and 
drawling, Ozarkian John Yancey 
bought and broke the law of 
Springfield. As operator of its 
largest rooming house “syndicate,” 
vote-deliverer, first retailer and 
later wholesaler of illegal liquor, 
bootleg-and-brothel-baron Yancey 
collected from countless “joints”

E ARE coming closer and 
W ciccer to the time when hu- 
man ingenuity is going to 
have to substitute for a wealth 
of material things. When that 
time comes, it is the amount of 
- this quality we possess, that is go- 
ing to determine whether we con- 
tinue to lead our personal lives in 
a gracious, pleasant, civilized man- 
ner, or whether we are going to sit 
back with folded hands and accept 
as inevitable the deterioration. of 
our way of life. 

In many ways, we are going to 
be helped in maintaining our 
standards of living, by the manu- 
facturers who are constantly work- 
ing to improve the usability and 
wearability of the fabrics and ma- 
terials they are still able to pro- 
duce, or in finding substitutes for 
those no longer available. We, on 
our part, can help to prepare for 
this future time, by familiarizing 
ourselves with these new products 
so that we can buy intelligently 
when it is necessary to purchase 
new things or to replace those 
that are worn beyond repair. 


On the other hand, there will be 
an increasing number of things 
that are no longer available to us 
at all, and here our personal in- 
genuity must fill the gap: We must 
approach these new problems with 
@ completely open mind, being 
willing to try unorthodox decora- 
tive treatments that we may never 
have dreamed of using before. 
Naturally, it is impossible, in a 
short article, to give answers to all 
the problems that are bound to 
arise. Here, however, are a few 
suggestions, intended to stimulate 
you into thinking along new lines. 


A — 


Take the rug problem for in- 
stance. There is no quéstion 
that the supply of good wool 
rugs is fast dwindling with little 
prospect of more being made for 
the duration of the war. If you 
already possess good rugs, your 
duty is to take the best possible 
care of them. Rug cushions are 
still available, and will greatly 
increase the length of life of 
rugs, in addition to being moth 
proof, Rugs themselves may be 
moth-proofed by being treated 
with a chemical that may be 
sprayed on by a vacuum cleaner 
attachment. Taking rugs up for 
the summer months will also 
add to their longevity. 

x « * 

@ IF, HOWEVER, you have no 
good rugs and are faced with the 
problem of replacing worn-out ones 
or creating new floor treatments, 
consider these ideas. Linoleum, for 
instance. You have used it, possibly 
in the kitchen or the bathroom, 
but have you considered how deco- 
rative as well as practical it can be 
. -for other rooms in the house? It 
comes in @ great range of decora- 
tive colors, it can be combined in 
any desired pattern and it presents 
no cleaning problem—and this is 
decidedly an item that may prove 
a difficulty in time to come.

Or, Sonsider doing without rugs 
altogether. It can be done, and 
most effectively, too. Don’t for- 
get that one of the most prized 
items of our New England ances- 
tors were their spatter dash 
floors, or their floors that were 
painted with colorful scroll or 
Greek key borders, with block 
patterns, or with marbelized ef- 
fects. If, however, you feel that 
rugs are an absolute essential, 
consider the new cotton ones, 
interestingly woven and in a va- 
riety of colors, Or, make your 
own. Buy several inexpensive 
cotton string rugs, of the bath- 
room variety, sew them together 
and you have a handsome floor 
covering. Or, with your new stay- 
at-home time, make one in a 
handsome hooked rug pattern, 
buying old scraps of wool by the 
pound and dying them to your 
own requirements,

There are new processes whereby 
the glaze on chintz will withstand 
cleaning or even washing, others 
that keep sheer cotton fabrics such 
as organdie, voile and dotted swiss, 
crisp and both dust and moisture- 
proof and make starch unneces- 
gary in laundering. There are now 
a number of water repellent fin- 
ishes to take the place of rubber- 
ized fabrics for shower curtains, 
garment bags and such; this proc- 
ess enables many such attractive 
fabrics as chintz to be used in new 
ways. :

HERB JELLIES. — 

These are unique in flavor and 
add a finale to most meats. In 
August along the country roads 
the large umbels of lucious purple 
elderberriég will be just right for 
picking. A little later on sage and 
cider, then come the Oregon crab- 
apples which are a perfect base 
for rose ‘geranium, that piquant 
flavored jelly which separates mint 
from lamb. Grape flavored with 
thyme, rosémary and savory with 
apple are all excellent combina- 
tions. 

They are simple jellies to make, 
if a powdered pectin is used, and 
the yield per glasses is multiplied. 
Simply follow. directions given for 
the correct proportions of liquid, 
sugar and pectin. For a perfect, 
never fail, quivery jelly, I subtract 
one generous tablespoon from the 


amount of pectin called for in the 


recipe. 

Elderberries are best if the 
green and ripe berries are mixed, 
About three quarts of the stemmed 
berries, with one cup of water, 
then cooked till soft, will give 
enough strained juice to take care 
of your winter needs. 

For sage, thyme, savory and 
rosemary, simply cook a generous 
handful of leaves along with the 
desired combination and put 
through the jelly bag. For rose 
geranium, I always make one half 
a recipe of jelly and pour one- 
fourth of an inch of the hot 
liquid over a rose geranium leaf 
with the perfect side facing the 
glass, This gives the leaf a chance 
to become anchored while the rest 
of the jelly is in the making. It 
makes a beautiful picture when 
topped with a lacy green leaf, 
and has a superb flavor. I’m sure 
you'll agree.

HE motion pictures of the day teach us many lessons, as indeed 
hardly any representation of humanity can fail to do. And while 
not every conclusion is suitable to unifying the national war effort, 
that seems to be the general idea, Certainly any film of military na-

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ture checks with current thought. ‘ 


The kernel of truth in “Ten Gentlemen From West Point,” at the 
Fox, other than that Indians fight with bows and arrows and Laird 
Cregar is fat, is that West Point-trained officers know their stuff, that, 
a grasp of miiltary tactics is~essential to success in warfare. To 
prove this point, the film goes back more than a hundred years to 
West Point's own perilous days and shows how 10 cadets demonstrated 
that West Point men could think shrewdly on the field of battle. 

Perhaps one of the last films to be made with expensive sets, “Ten 
Gentlemen From West Point” shows the United States Senate chamber 
in process of construction, a West Point that looks more like a fron- 
tier post than an assembly of British palaces and cathedrals and living 
conditions in great contrast to the neat comfort of the Academy today. 
In place of maneuvers, the cadets have a skirmish with that old Indian 
rebel, Tecumseh. With some satisfactory horse play, a good, murder- 
ous game of lacrosse and incidental comedy, “Ten Gentlemen From 
West Point” has all the elements of a well rounded entertainment. = 

In clinching its point—respect for West Point officers and West 
Point traditions—it runs off a series of portraits of the more well- 
known alumni, including Grant, Lee, Sherman, Stonewall Jackson, Cus- 
ter, Pershing and MacArthur, and with that has also something to 
cheer about. It should be very helpful to the morale of the many who 
enter military service in the ranks. 

Earlier this year and last, “Sergeant York” taught us how a con- 
acientious objector straightens out his conscience; “The Invaders” 
showed us how non-belligerents can get belligerent; “Joe Smith, Amer- 
ican,” set an example for defense workers and ere long, “This Above 
All” will tell deserters what they should do.

HE aforementioned “Sergeant York” comes back to town at the 
Te Theater Thursday, for a popular price run, and “Mrs, Miniver,” 

sure to be nominated as one of the great pictures of the year, opens 
at Loew's Wednesday, so that the second half of 1942 will have an 
impressive getaway. Since both these pictures are in the trend of the 
times, perhaps the months to come will show less scattering of effort 
than the months past.

As seen again, “Citizen Kane” is still in many ways a cold and 
forbidding analysis of a millionaire’s life and career in publishing 
newspapers. Its humor is forced and fragmentary, its characters un- 
lovely and its settings unusually grim. 

But for originality and ingenuity and refreshing difference from 
usual film treatment, “Citizen Kane” keeps its distinction. Welles’ 
unquestioned ability is evident in writing, acting, direction and even in 
sound effects and credits. 

Since it was undoubtedly his intention to create a sober mood and 
in examination of Kane, to steer around the cliches of movie dramaé, 
he may even receive compliments for the most disturbing features of 
the picture. And his apparently indecisive attitude toward Kane— 
whether Kane was rascal or humanitarian, whether he was a spoiled 
child or frustrated one—probably has more intellectual justification 
than any other form of treatment. It just happens that this approach 
isn’t very satisfying to the average person. | 

One thing must be said for Welles and that is that he is a true 
showman. As his Mars broadcast so certainly proved, he has the ca- 
pacity to make things seem real. And in the theater that is almost a 
lost art. |
